BEIRUT (UPI)—A time bomb 
exploded in a streetcar crowded 
with lunch-hour passengers in 
Beirut Monday. 

First unofficial reports said at 
least six persons were killed 
and a dozen more maimed in 
the blast, which shook build- 
ings and broke windows in a 
two-block area. 


The explosion and arccom- 
panying fire twisted the red 
troliey car sideways off its 


track, gutted the front half of 
the car, and peeled its “metal 
sides backward like skin being 
stripped from a banaua, 

A flash fire shot through the 
front half of the packed trolley 
after the bomb exploded, char- 
ring its shredded wooden seats. 


Police said the bomb was con- 
cealed in a package left on the

floor of the trolley. It exploded 
two seats behind the conductor, 


The force of the bomb, one 
of the most powerful yet ex- 
ploded in Beirut, Showered the 
crowded street with glass from 
apartment windows for i100 
yards on either side of the 
bombed-out trolley. 


Two American embassy 
chauffeurs were driving an em- 
bassy vehicle 15 yards from the 
trolley when the blast occurred. 


They said dazed passengers 
screaming and wiping blood 
from their eyes and faces 
staggered out of the burning 
trolley. They said they saw 
parts Of ankles, legs and feet 
in the wreckage, 


Police sald “many persons” 
lost a leg below the Knee or an 
ankle as the bomb exploded on 


the floor of the tram, 


Peiping Cable 
Seen Hinting 
Softer Terms 
For Trade 


Foreign Office sources suggest- 
ed yesterday that Sunday's cable 
from Peiping indicating Hed 
China’s readiness to separate the 


f lissues of trade and diplomatic 


relations may nave been a trial 
balloon shot up by Peiping in an 
effort to find a way to eventually 
resume trade relations with 
Japan on softer terme. 


These sources streseed that the 
cable from the representatives in 
Peiping of three Japanese firms 
Was not an official commitment 
by the Communist Chinese Gov- 
ernment and could not be taken 
at face value. 


But they suspected the cable 
was sent at the suggestion of the 
Peiping regime. 


The same sources said the con- 
tents of the cable did not de. 
Viate much from the standing 
claims of Red China. 

However, they called it an “in- 
teresting sign that Peiping wants 
to relax the tense relations be- 
tween the two countries.” 


Other Government sources 
said Japan would gladly resume 
trade with Peiping and enforce 
the terms of the fourth private 
Tokyo-Peiping trade agreement 
if Peiping concurs with Japan’s 
basic policy of expanding trade 


without recognizing the Red 
Chinese Government. 
These sources said Japan 


should wait until Peiping’s real 
intentions on this point are as- 
certained. 


The Peiping report was re- 
ceived with enthusiasm by a 
Dietman representing a Japa- 
nese parliamentary group pro- 
moting rtade with that country. 


Masanosuke Ikeda, Liberal- 
Democratic Party member of 
the Lower House, declared the 
reports on Peiping’s readiness 
for talks to reopen trade in- 
dicated the importance placed 
by Peiping on trade with Japan. 


Ikeda, the chief Japanese 
trade _ negotiator, signed the 
fourth private Japan-Commu- 
nist China trade agreement in 
Peiping last’March~ He is also 
top representative of the Diet 
men’s League for Promotion of 
Japan-Communist China Trade. 

ikeda said ever since Peiping’s 
sudden turn toward a policy of 
severing commercial relations 
with Japan, he had repeatedly 
been advising Red China not to 
disregard Japanese national fee}- 
ing or misjudge Japanese inter- 
nal developments. 


Ikeda thought the Commun- 
ist Chinese had changed their 
minds after learning of the re- 
sults of Japan's genera! election 
last week. 

Ikeda said he would see For- 
eign Minister Alichiro Fujivama 
and other Government leaders 
on the matter of putting Japan- 
Communist China trade back on 
the normal track. 

The association and the Japan 
International Trade Promotion 
Council vesterday discussed the 
problem in separate’ meetings.

James S. Russell, now de- 
puty commander in chief and 
chief of staff of the Atlantic 
Fieet, to be vice chief of naval 
operations, succeeding Felt. His 
nomination must be confirmed 
by the Senate. 

Russell would be promoted to 
the rank of full admiral. 

Felt, a native of Topeka, Ka., 
is a naval airman. He was grad-

1951,

Rahman, Kishi

In a joint communique, 
Prime Minister Nobusuke Kishi 
and Malayan Prime Minister 
Tunku Abdul Rahman Putra 
said Japan would help to con- 
tribute to the economic devel- 
opment of Malava through in- 
vestment of Japanese capital, 
while Malaya in turn would of- 
fer Japan a market for Japa- 
nese industrial products. 

The announcement said in part: 


“At the invitation of the 
Prime Minister of Japan, Mr. 
Nobusuke Kishi, the Prime 


Minister of the Federation of 
Malaya, Tunku Abdul Rahman 
Putra, visited Japan from the 
Zist to the 27th May 1958. He 
was received in audience by His 
Majesty the Emperor of Japan 
and had talks with the Prime 
Minister of Japan and the Min- 
ister for Foreign Affairs, Mr. Al- 
ichiro Fujivyama, 

“The two Prime Ministers 
were happy to continue the 
friendly talks which they had 
had at Kuala Lammpur in Novem- 
ber last year. The taikse, which 
were hold in am atmosphere of 
frankness and corciality, have 
contributed greativy to the ef 
hancement of the close and 
friendiy relations between the 
two countries. 

“The two Prime Ministers dis- 
cussed practical ways and 
means of promoting economic 
cooperation and of expanding 
trade and commerce between 
Japan and the Federation of 
Malaya. They expressed their 
agreed desire that Japan would 
help to contribute to the econo- 
mic development of the Fede- 
ration of Malava through the in- 
vestment of Japanese capital 
and the export of capital goods 
necessary for such development, 
while the Federation of Malava 
would cooperate with Japan by 
offering her a market for Japa- 
nese industrial products, so that 
the two countries might estab- 
lish closer economic relations.” 

Carlier vesterday, Rahman 
told reporters that he was “ex- 
ceedingiy happy” that the 
Liberal-Democratic Party under 
the leadership of “my friend 
Prime Minister Nobusuke Kishi 
has scored a sweeping victory 
in the general elections.” 

This has given a sense of 
stability to the free, democratic 
mations of Asia, the Malayan 
Prime Minister added. 

Speaking to reporters at a 
press conference given at To- 
kvo Kaikan in Marunouchi, 
Tokyo, at 4 p.m. yesterday 
the Malayan Prime Minister 
continued that his country was

BELGRADE pe di 
Cardinal Stepinac, spiritual lead- 
er of the Catholic Church in 
Yugoslavia, was reported Mon- 
day to be in extremely critical 
condition. 

A spokesman for his archdio- 
cese at Zagreb said all “hope to 
save his life has been lost” but 
his physician, Prof. Branislav 
Bogicevic, said he was still hope- 
ful the cardinal will survive. 

The 60-year-old church digni- 
tary is suffering from polycythe- 
mia, a dangerous blood disease 
characterized by an excessive in- 
crease of the red corpuscles in 
the blood. 

Prof. Bogicevic said that a 
thrombosis suddenly developed 
In the right leg of the cardinal 
and added that the iliness was 
aggravated by a weakened heart 
and bronchial complications in 
the right lung. 

Stepinac was sentenced by a 
Yugoslav court to 16 years im- 
prisonmment in 1946 for alleged 
wartime collaboration with the 
Nazis.

The Defense Ministry in Paris 
gave no reason for the sudden 
ship movement or the destina- 
tion of the ships—which include 
the carrier Lafayette and its es- 
cort vessels. Neither was the 
destination reported. 

Not since the fall of France 
in World War II has the Gov- 
ernment been so concerned 
about the fleet’s loyaltv. High 
sources in Paris admit that the 
fleet is now salling an indepen- 
dent course. 

Auboyneau'’s land headquar- 
ters in Algiers announced in off- 
hand fashion Monday that the 
ships—some 17 of which iad 
taken part in the recent NATO 
exercise—would make routine 
calls at Bone, Philippeville and 
Bougile and then return to their 
home base at Toulon in south- 
ern France. 

Such a cruise would keep the 
ships in North African ports or 
area for at least two weeks. 
They would be outside France 
and under Auboyneau's direct 
command for the whole period. 

This is not to the Nking of the 
Defense Ministry in 
cording to informed sources. 
However, the ministry is in no 
position to issue Auboyneau di- 
rect orders to come home and 
thus risk an open rupture with 
the admiral. 

With rumblings of discontent 
in many of France's widespread 
overseas possessions, the defec- 
tion of the fleet could be a body 
blow to the Paris Government.

Fouled Phones 


The telephone corporation is 
having a big headache over the 
frequent troubles with public 
phon: . 


Recently the authorities in- 
Stalled improved models of 
automatic telephones to. pre 
vent cheating by dishonest 
callers, but this time mechani- 
cal trouble started increasing 
hecause the new machines were 
more sensitive to foreign 
objects, 


Most common among. the 
causes Of trouble are old one- 
sen coins, scrap iron and cop- 
per medals. in Tokyo alone, a 
monthly average of 1,650 pieces 
of worthless metal dropped into 
the slots wreck the telephone 
machines. In March last year 
the corporation disposed of .40,- 
000 one-sen coins collected from 
broken-down machines. 


Among the odd metal, how- 
ever, the repairmen sometimes 
find 50-sen silver coins, which 
is out of circulation and valued 
at ¥200 today. The mechanics 
think the phone users must 
have been drunk. 

What makes the telephone 
workers most sore is the 
practical joker who pours sand 
and earth into the machines, 
ruining them beyond repair.

Drastic Proposal 


Traffic accidents attributed to 
the glare of car headlights total- 
ed 240 cases last year in 
Tokyo alone. In view of the 
increasing number of such ac- 
cidents, the Metropolitan Police 
Department proposed recently 
to the Tokyo Traffic Counter- 
measure Deliberation Council 
that all cars have their head- 
lights refixed so that the light 
would shine downward.

2nd Mt. Fuji Found 
---Under the Ocean 


There is a “mountain” as 
high as Mt. Fuji under the sea 
about 50 miles off the eastern 
coast of Kanto, it was revealed 
by Japan’s Maritime Safety 
Agency vesterday. 

The agency said the undersea 
mountain shortly will be formal- 
ly named “undersea Mt, Ka- 
shima.” 

The existence of this “moun- 
tain” was discovered by the 
620-ton survey ship Meiyo of 
the Maritime Safety Agency 
when it conducted undersea 
surveys in the area between 
August, 1957 and February this 
year. 

The agency said the “moun- 
tain” is located at 142 degrees 
45 minutes E. longitude and 35 
degrees N. latitude. The peak, 
about 12,000 feet under the sea, 
is 11,000 feet high, the agency 
said. 

On the summit of the moun. 
tain is an oval-shaped flat “land” 
measuring nine by five miles, 
the agency said. The summit 
of the volcanic “mountain” was 
erroded by sea currents into a 
platform.

Signals Transmit 
Heart, Pulse Rates 


ST. LOUIS (UPI) — The 
sound signals that will transmit 
medicai information from the 
first animal sent aioft in a US. 
espace satellite was demonstrated 
to heart specialists here last 
W ednesday. 

The sound, transmitted 700 
miles from the National Naval 
Medical Center at Bethesda, 
Maryiand, to the Americad 
College of Cardiology meeting 
here, picked up pulse and heart 
rates, electrocardiographic data 
and other physical sounds from 
a patient at Bethesda. . 


The signal, sounding like the 
wail of a bagpipe, was unscram- 
bied and fed into instruments 
here which presented the in- 
formation in understandable 
forrn.

The building will be a two- 
Storied 148-tsubo structure, As 
It will be small and unpreten- 
tious it is hoped that working 
women will feel that it belongs 
to them and that they can come 
at any time and feel at home. 

The majority of over 5 mil- 
lion women on payrolls now 
are working under poor con- 
ditions. Their pay averages 
¥6,000, much less than that 
generally paid to those employ 
ed by large business planta. 

There is no doubt that wom- 
en laborers still constitute 
the source of cheap labor. The 
smaller the business the long- 
er are the working hours. The 
difference between pay for men 
and women employes is bigger 
in small industries where the 
Labor Standards Law is often 
violated. 

Labor unions are not organiz 
ed in small industries and 
manufacturing companies 
where the number of employes 
is less than 30. At such places 
employes have no means of de- 
manding improvement of work: 
ing condition. 

The supply of unskilled 
labor comes mainly from agri- 
cultural and fishing areas, the 
age of laborers ranging from 
20 to 3) years of age. Un- 
skilled cheap iabor is still ex 
plotted as evidenced in spin 
ning mills and textile factories 
where employers are apt to dis 
charge the skilled older women 
anid replace them with untrain- 
ed young girls who start work- 
ing for minimum wages.

Rep. Hale Boggs (D-La,),

As an example, Boggs said, 
“we could drive Japan into the 
arms of Red China” by erect- 
ing trade barriers which would 
force Japanese goods out of 
U.S. markets, 

Boggs said U.S, foreign policy 
and foreign trade must go hand 
in hand because economic isola- 
tion by this country would only 


drive free nations into the 
Communist orbit. 
Sen. Clifford P. Case (R- 


N.J.) said the U.S. could “ignore 
only at our peril” the fact that 
economic cooperation is as vital 
as political cooperation in the 
cold war. 

Sen. Estes Kefauver  (D- 
Tenn.) said the United States 
must not “withdraw into our 
shell” because of Latin Amer- 
ican riots against Vice Presi- 
dent Richard M. Nixon and 
other anti-American incidents. 


Dr. Gabriel Hauge, President 
Eisenhower's chief economic 
adviser, also said it was in the 
interest of this country to ex- 
pand ite foreign markets. He 
said 4,500,000 Americans were 
now involved in foreign trade 
in one way or another. 


Congressional leaders warned 
President Eisenhower last week 
there was almost no chance of 
passage of his legislation for a 
five-year extension of the reci- 
procal trade program in its pres- 
ent form. 


It has been approved by the 
Ways and means group and a 
final vote is due next Wednesday 
on sending it to the House floor. 

Boggs said he did not know 
whether advocates of liberal 
trade had enough votes to get 
the measure through the House.

Australia,

The first of a series of ant- 
nual meetings between Japan 
and Australia over the agree 
ment on commerce between the 
two nations ended here yester- 
day on a note of mutual satis- 
faction. 

Conference officials reported 
Japanese exports to Australia 
would amount to £20 million 
for the period ending in June. 
This doubled last year’s output. 

Japan estimated that Austra- 
lian imports to this country 
would be tripled next year. 

Representatives of both gov- 
ernments expressed satisfaction 
with the overall progress in the 
first year of the agreement. 

The conference opened here 
on May 16. 


Operating Effectively 

CANBERRA (AP)—Both the 
Australian and Japanese gov- 
ernments are satisfied with 
their trade agreements which is 
operating effectively with 
mutual advantage, Australian 
trade minister John McEwen 
sald Monday. 

McEwen made the remark in 
a press statement on the con- 
clusion in Tokyo of the first of 
the annual consultations provid- 
ed for in the agreement. 

He said Japan's exports to 
Australia this financial year 
are likely to reach £20 million 
($56 million) compared to an 
average of £14 million ($39, 
300,000) the three preceding 
years, 

He said this progress has 
been achieved within the 
safeguards which are operated 
under the agreement to prevent 
damage to Australian industry. 

Despite a serious decline in 
the world commodity market, 
especially wool, McEwen 4aid, 
Australia’s exports to Japan 
are likely to exceed the average 
of the three preceding years al- 
though they would be below the 
1956-57 record. 

He said Japan had been a 
major support in the Australian 
wool market.

assured of profits which they 
could bring home if they like. 

Javits’ proposal bore some 
striking similarities to Prime 
Minister Nobusuke Kishi's plan 
for a joint United States-Japa- 
nese vernmem partnership. 
Kishi’s plan involved Govern- 
ment participation with the 
US. putting up most of the 
funds and Japan supplying the 
“know-how.” Kishi's pian 
never aroused any great 
enthusiasm in the State or 
Treasury Departments.

Rivalry to Chain H-Bomb

WASHINGTON—In the world 
of fiying particles where sci- 
entists are trying to harness the 
H-bomb for peacetime power, 
confidence on both sides of the 
Iron Curtain is running high. 

Tension is building up as a re- 
sult for the showdown Sept. 1- 
13, when the U.S, and Russia 
are expected to announce the 
controlied H-bomb temperatures 
they have achieved. 

Scientists in both countries are 
beginning to speak casually of 
temperatures in the many mil- 
lions and even billions of de- 
grees. 
mission describes U.S. readings 
as “very high,” Russia says hers 
are “unprecedented.” 

Now the Soviets have award- 
ed Lenin (formerly Stalin) 
prizes to two scientists for work 


that “paves the way to control- 
ling thermonuclear (H-bomb) 
reactions.” It hardly seems pos- 


sible that these scientists would 
have been so recognized by the 
Kremlin if they had been sus- 
pected of lagging behind the 
West, 

Considered as a horse race, the 
competition to chain the H- 
bomb is undoubtedly the most 
bewlidering contest that could 
have been conceived for the 
highest stakes in ail history. 

The stakes include the pres- 
tige of being first to achieve un- 
limited electrical and rocket- 
type power from the abundant 
hydrogen in ordinary sea water, 
and possibly national leadership 
in building a fabulous new 
civilization and in conquering 
espace. 

Actually, the word “tempera- 
ture” is being used merely to 
indicate the speeds at which 
hydrogen gas particles are trav- 
eling. A cosmic ray, which is 
usually a very fast-moving atom 
of hydrogen, could be said by 
this definition to have a “tem- 
perature” in trillions of degrees, 

What the scientists, in effect, 
are trying to do is create cosmic 
rays in a “magnetic bottle,” held 
inside an electrified tube some- 
thing like a fluorescent light 
bulb. The magnetic walls of the 
tube bounce the hydrogen atoms 
back and forth until they are 
traveling at enormous speeds. 

At such speeds, many thou- 
sands of miles per second, the 
atoms of a thin gas will smash

together and “fuse” with the re- 
lease of energy, as they do in 
the H-bomb and in the sun. A 
pound of the fuel would be 
enough to drive a ship around 
the world. 

The two Russians who got 
the Lenin prizes, worth about 
$25,000 each, were Lev Artsimo- 
vich and Mikhail Leontovich, 
They were credited with achiev- 
ing “powerful impulse dis- 
charges in gas media in order 
to obtain unprecedentedly high 
temperatures.” 

Since the U.S. announced in 
January that American scient- 
ists had recorded a temperature 
of 6 million degrees centigrade 
(just under 11 million degrees 
Fahrenheit), the Soviet state- 
ment implied that the prize win- 
ners have exceeded those fig- 
ures.

Even the Defense 
Reorganization Bill, universally 
described as “the President's 
own baby,” does not really con- 
stitute an exception to the rule. 


In this case, the President 
merely indicated he wanted a 
plan of defense reorganization 
which would eliminate the evil 
influences of iInter-service rival- 
ries. His Secretary of Defense 
was brand new at his job. The 
President had spent all his pre- 
political working life in the 
war and Defense Department. 
But when Neil McElroy and his 
working group headed bv 
Charies Coolidge tackled the 
problem of defense reorganiza- 
tion, they received no detailed 
specifications of any sort from 
the White House. As a result, 
the defense reorganization pian 
is really a McElroy-Coolidze 
baby, and not the President's 
baby in any normal sense of 
the phrase 

In this case, the result was 
good, But in the vast majority 
of cases, the result is some- 
thing close to paralysis. Ours 
is a Presidential government. 
It puts an appalling burden on 
the occupant of the White 
House. But this kind of gov- 
evnment does not and cannot 
function when the man in the 
White House delegates nine- 
tenths of the vital process of 
decision-making to a Rube Gold- 
berg machine called a staff sve- 
tem.
